Review of the Report on the working of the ArchGeologlcal Department 
for the year 1920-21 A.D. (1330 Fasli>. 

FersonneL — Mr. Ghulam Yaidani was in charge of the'Depart merit during 
tlie year. Iti accordance with tlie proposal of the G»>venimetit of India his 
services were pernianeutly acquired during the year by His Exalted Highness the 
Xiaam's Government, 

Tours . — The Director risited Medak, Gulbatga, Bir and Aurangabad during 
the year au<i went frequently to Ajanta to watch the progress of the operations 
there, 

Mounmenls Simteycd . — Certain important .Vrchicological monuments in the 
Ashti and Patoda Taluqas of the Bir District were surveyed during the year. 
The report contains an interesting description of these monuments. 

Conseruation , — The must important work undertaken during the year was 
the preservation of the paintings at Ajanta. The Italian expert restorakttr^ 
Signor L. Cecconi, who was selected by Sir John Marshall for fixing the frescoes, 
accompanied by his Assistant, Count Orsiiii, arrived at Ajanta and remained 
there fur four months. Through the good offices of Sir J olm Marshall, Mr. Sana 
UUa, Archieologica! Giemi.st to the Government of India and his .Assistant were 
deputed to watch the work of Professor Cecconi and give him necessary assist¬ 
ance, and a mechanic w'as appointed by His Exalted Highness' Government 
to work under l^rofessur Cecc?oni, The entire painted area of cave X\TI and 
the right aisle of cave XVI were fixed up and the decayed portion of the painting 
of Prince Siddharata (Eudda]i in cave I was thoroughly conserved by the It alian 
experts. 

The principal monuments repaired during the year w-ere the following: 
Mahadeva’s Temple of Ittagi, Raichur; Madrasa of Mahmud Gawan, Bidarj 
Tomb of Ibrahim Barid, Hidar ; Bathrd-Kul Gate, .Aurangabad ; Tomb of .Abnl

There hns unfortunalely Iveen a paucih' of papers to be read before the Society 
for the last two years, (jovernmeut hope that the members, particnlary thr^se 
who are touring officials, will, in response to the Director's apiieal. take greater 
interest in the allairs of the institution by writing out short descriptions of the 
autiquities tliey come across for the Society and tints make the Lnstitution as 
useful as it ought to be 

Pitblientitms, —The Department published only the .\UmotT 5 of the 
Hyderabad Archa?ological Department and tlic Director in his capacity as £pi- 
graphist to the Gtivernment of India for Moslem Inscriptions contributed tliree 
articles on the inscriptions of the Deccan Kings to the fipigraptm Judo- 
Moslem tea. 

Piwiogruphs ami Drau-ings.—V\l\y four new photographs were taken and one 
large Survey plan of tlie Golcontla tombs was also prepared. 

Exptiuiiture on Conscriiatiitn ami Survey and Mamtenfittce of the Department .— 
The ex|>eiiditure on the coxiservaHon of monuiiients amounted to O.S. Rs, 13,73b 
in addition to which a sum of O.S- Rs. 60,313 was spent during the year on the 
repair of ,tlie Ajanta frescoes. The exfieuditure on the mainteuance of the 
Department amounted to (XS. Rs- as against O.S. Rs. 33,380 in the pre-

vioiis year. The rc[X)Tt is silent as to the causes of the increase which should t>e 
jiiveu in future.

Iti last year's Report reference was made tt> tbe proposal of the Goveni- 
meut of India that my services should he acquired permanently by His Exalted 
Highness' tloveminent, who have, since, agreed to the proposal, and under a 
Kimian, dated 2(jth J^jaTjau, 13.^9 H., appointed me permanently in their 
service with effect from the ist April, igzo (zSth Urdlbihisht 1329 F), 

The programme of tour given in last year's Report was mainly observed and 
I visited monuments in the districts of Medak, Oulharga, Bit and Aurauga* 
bad. Owing to the engagement of Italian experts at Ajanta 1 Irad to go there 
frequently in order to watch the results of their operations at different stages. 
The details of my movements are given in the Diary published in this Report as 
Appendix B. 

In surveying the monuments of tire Bir District I started from Ashti, tlie 
westernmost Taluqa, Asliti has styled the tomb of Fath Shah Bukhari, 

consisting of an enclosure with a platform, coutaiumg three graves and a small 
hall. The hall has arched openings on all tlie four sides and it is crowned 
with a stilted, dome. The durgah is in a good state of prcservatiou and 1 was told 
that it has an imitn of 100 bigfuiS for its niaiuteuance. iViuoug other buildings 
of Archaiological interest at .Ashti is a mosque which was built by Ghori 
Kliau in qz 8 A.H. (1521 A.D.), during the reign of Burhau Ntj-jiiii Sliaii 1 ,' The 
mosque consists of a single hall (25' 3* X 13' 6*) with three a relied tqieuings

towards Lke east. In fnmt of tlie liali is a large masonry platform about 70 
ft. long. 36 ft. wide and 4 ft. high. At the centre of the platform is a cistern 
which originally contained water for the ablution of the congregation, but it 
has now dried up. 

The mosque needs no attenticm eacept the destruction of some small plants 
growing on the roof of the building and the eradication of the cactus growth 
towards the N.W. to which the notice of the Inamdar, Qazi Shams-ud-Din, 
has been drawn. 

To the north of Obori Khan's mosque is a grave-yard, which contains three 
mastmry platfonns—tbe largest among them measures 6o'x6o* and bg g two 
graves on it. In the northern and southern sides of this platform originally 
two mscriptinus were carved some words of which together with the name 
Nflhar Khan (jhori can still be traced. At the northern end of the grave-vard is 
a small dome. 

To the ivest of the gmve-yard is a small temple consisting of the sanctuary, 
a narrow antechamber, and two dipd(m% (iamp-postsf, which are built in a 
ratlier elaborate style. 

Proceeding from Ashti to Bir I camped for a day at Patoda, whicli is the 
headquarters of the taluqa of the same name. The chief monument here is a 
temple built in the Mediaeval Deccan style and dating back to the I2tli or 13th 
century A.l>, The plan of the main building consists of a closed 
a small antechamber and the sanctuary. In front of the temple is a Nandi 
pavilion the roof of which is supported on four carved pillars. The ^if^utra 
of the main building seems to liave Ijeen repaired recently. The temple 
has an extensive court-yard and a high enclosure wall built of chiselled 
masonry. 

At Patoda, near the Police station, is another small Hindu temple, built 
in the soniialled Hemadpanti style. The plan of tl>e building consists of the 
sanctuary and a narrow atiteeliamber. Near the temple are also two shrines, 
one containing a saltmka and the other a detaclietl image of fiant sa. 

Tlie old town of Bir, the scene of both Hindu and Moslem imlitary 
activities in olden days, possesses a vast arraj* of beautiful buildings, some of 
which may rank among the best monuments of the Domiiiious. Taking 
the Hindu temples first, the most important building of this class is the 
Klianqali Temple, a most pleasing structure built iii the middle of a tank 
.and Iiossessing exquisite carvings (PI II ^i). The tank is almost square in 
plan (278 ><252 ) and along its sides is a fine parapet of chiseDed masonrj', 
broad enough to serve the piir[>ose of a side-wfilk. After descendiug a flight 
of steps from the parajjet one reaches auotlier paved walk, about 64' broad, 
running along tlie sides of the tank. Originally this seems to have been built 
for the convenience of bathers, since the sacred w'ater.s of the tank flowed up to 
the edge of the pavement. 

The temple is approached by a causeway of solid ntasemry about hz feet 
in length. The base of the temple Ls 4 ft. higher than the causeway ami a 
night of steps leads the visitor to a plulfomi which contaitis a clear space of 
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17 ft., f> ill. all round the building. Tlie exterior of the temple in star-iharjed ; 
the walls bear a wealth of carvings consisting of floral designs of the most 
delicate pattern with images of Hindu Gods and Goddesses arranged in beautiful 
niches (PI. m a). 

To obtain access to the interior of the temple the visitor has to ascend a 
few more steps; lie then reaches a portico which leads to a circular mant/ctpifm 
(hall) 21 (i across. The roof of the ball is doiuical iu shape, supported on 
twenty-four pillars. The carvings on [lillani and ceiling are exquisite and in 
the case of the latter consist of a series of dreukr bands which decrease in size 
(Pi. Ill The construction of the roof is not on the principle of a 
true vault, but consists of overlapping slabs arranged one above the other and 
outwardly assuming the form of a dome. 

At the northern and southern ends of the hall are antechambers icach 
measuring adjoining wliicli are sanctuaries square in plan and 

measuring g' 6" each way. The nortliem sanctuary contains a beautifully 
carved seat evidently meant for the principal icon of the temple, which has 
now disappeared- The southern sanctuary contains the image of a female deity ; 
probably Durga, for the temple was dedicated to Sivite worship. 

The pillared rooms at the four Mimers of the building seeui to have been 
added at a subsequent date, for their carvings are plain and the fl<*ors irregular 
and rough. 

The History of Firishta contains a piLssage in which the hicality of tlie 
temple is descnberl as the scene of a battle between Hindus and Moslems, the 
latter have apparently retained possession of the temple since that time 
although Giey have made no alteration in it except erecting a low para[>et 
on the roof in order to utilise it for their prayers. The lower imrtion of the 
temide is still in possessitjo of the Hindus and hence the double tiUe of the build¬ 
ing—Khanqah Deval. 

The temple bears no inscription, but from the style of its architecture it 
seems to have lieen built Irom the luth to I’tli centuries A.D. 

The next Hindu monument in order of importance Is the Kliandesliwar Ku 
Deval (PI. IV a). It is situated outside the town of Bir on an emi>ieuceal>out 200 
ft. high and commanding a good view of the surrounding couiitrj’. Tlie salient 
feature of the temple is a pair of Dipiittns (Lamp towers), which are of gigantic 
dimensions and rise to a height of 45 ft. above the ground . The tmvers are built 
on square bases (16" ii* eiich way), but their main form is octagonal, taiwring 
towards the top which ha.s a curvilinear kiosk of the Bengal style. The girth of 
each tower above the square Ijasement is48 ft. 7 in., while at the top it measures 
jSft. only. A narrow staircase with five landings is contained in the interior of 
each tower, and for light and air archerl npemugs occcur at each landing. The 
exteriors of the towers are adorned with flutiiigs of stucco work at each angle 
of the octagon; they^ also bear male and female figures and other artistic 
deduces of the same mnterial. The general artistic effect of the towers is impres¬ 
sive, they resemble in certain aspects the spires of a cathedral (Pi. IV 

The building of tlie temple itself is insignificant in comparisou with the 
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inajesttc liipdans, for it counts only of a low hall with galkiies on three sides 
and the sanctuary at the fourtli. The basement of the temple measures 51 ft. 
north to south and 41 ft. east tn west, out of wliidi a space 8 ' 4'' wide is 
occupied by tiio gallery. There are openings in the v>illat and lintel style in 
each side of the gallery, and the hall is entered by tliree small doors towards 
the north, south and east. The mterior of the building has no decorations, 
and the roof is supported on four roughly carved pillars. At the centre of the 
hall, which measures i f 4* each way, the figure of a tortoise is carved. The 
door of the sanctuary has the image of Gancsa on the lintel; but the presiding 
deity of the temple lias disappeared; only a detached sculpture, representing a 
man and woman riding on a horse, lies in the cella. The inner plan of tlie 
sanctuary is square and inside it measures9* 9 ^ each way. 

Tlie temple has a small spire of the Hemadpanti style white at the four 
corners of the roof are small pavilious which have curvilinear roofs. The 
temple bears no inscription, but irom. its architectural style it seems to have 
been built late in the 17th century, when in the Deccan, through the conquest of 
the Mughals the architectural forms of their Uukr' style had been introduced. 

At a short distance fmm tlie Khaudeshwari temple is anoOver Hindu 
shrine styled .Mata Ka Deval. It has an enclosure of chiselled masonry- and a 
dome of Moslem style. Tlic structure r^niii to be tiiodeni. 

On the road from Patoda to Bir, at a distance of one mile to the west of tlic 
latter town, are tw'o stone pillnrs fixed (one on each side of the road), which are 
called Ran KUaiub (Battle Pillars^ The Kliamhs originally had inscriptions on 
them, hut under stress of weather the letters have decayerl and cannot be 
deciphered now. b'rom their present position the pillars appear to be road 
jiosts Tfltlier than Battle or Victory- pillars; they are too insignificant to have 
been built for the latter purpose, coiisisthig only of rough blocks of nia.sonry. 

The Moslem monuments of Bir form an extensive group consisting of tombs, 
mosques, gateways and walls, and as they present a large variety of architectural 
detail 1 have included the photographs of several of them in this Report. 

Ill describing them I shall follow the order in which the visitor meets tlieni 
on entering Bir from the Patoda road. The first building which will attract 
Ills attention is the Dargah of PTt Bala Shah, on the main road at a distance 
of a mile and a half from the tfuvn. The plan of the Imilditig consists of an 
extensive courtyard [bq'xhu'). with a mosque aud tw’o halls at the western 
end of it The centre of tlie court-yard is occupied by the tomb of the saint, 
which has a low stone balustrade on four sides, and a pillar of Hindu workmati- 
ship at each corner. In tlie south-west corner of the court-yard js a small 
enclosure ivhicli lias /«/i screens, and it is covered with a chhatri of tlie Bengali 
pattern. The interior of tlie tueptsure Ls square in plan f8^ 6 each way) and 
contains two graves. 

Tlie mosque comprises a .single hall 3*), which lias n vaultcrl 

roof !iud three arched openings towards the e;i.st. The liails (each ineasuriug 
17'xio' 4') at either end of the mosque, were origiiiaUy the residence of the 
Reeiier of the tutisque; hut nowtlicy- are usml as a kitchen on tJic occasion of the

side (if the mnfwjue is another haU which measures 30 ft. by ri ft. 

The Dargoh has also a Na<iciar Khana (Music Room), a small iiaviJion 
(nieasuring 12'xil* 7* inwardlv) with arched opeaijigs o« all the four sides. 
The date of Plr Bala demise is uot known, hut the mosque attadved 

to tlte Darg^h was built in iiqz A.H. (1778 A.U.).' 

Proceeding further on the Patoda road tlie visitor will notice next the 
Rajaura gate>vay. It is massively liuilt, being one of the many defences 
of the town of Bit, which was originally fortified also with a strong wall and 
a deep moat. The town was the scene of several battles and its fortifications 
were repaired and strengthened at various times fay different kings and generals, 
the names of a few of which are preserved in the inscriptions carved on the 
ramparts and gateway's of the town/

the buildings of Bir. In the prayer niche of the mosque is an inscriptiou which 
gives the date 1138 H, 11725 

The mosque has also a small dome which resembles in shape the domes of 
the contemporary mosques at Bidar, Bijapur and (Julbarga (PI. Vnh 

The Janii* Mnsjid of Bir which is built at the centre of the town, is a large 
aud massive building, consisting of an extensive terrace and a Hwan, which is 
divided into two halls, measuring 70 ft. by 32 ft. jointly. The eastern face of 
the Hwan has an arched screen containing five openings, each iz ft. in width. 
The rouf of the building is domical inwardlj' but flat on the top. In the prayer- 
niche is carved an inscription according to which the pulpit of the mosque was 
built in 1071 H. {1660 A.!>.).* At tlie centre of the terrace is a large cistern 
for the ablutions of the congr^ation. 

Leaving tlie town by Uie Kotwali gateway, on which several inscriptions are 
carved, the visitor must cros.s the river in order to reach the Dargah of Shahiii-

Hut before de¬ 
scribing the Dargali I shall take the visitor to the Baradari of Bhaladars (Pavilion 
of Speannen) and b) the mosque attached to it. These buildings, although 
they show a marked tendency tinvaid degeneration in la.ck of creative effort, are 
yet picturesque enough as regards minor detail, and possess pavilions of iJeugali 
style and a duster of small turrets and slender minarets (PI. VIA). The prayer 
-hah of the mosque ineasuxes 36 ft. by 27 ft., and is divided into twelve bays 
by means of arched screens. These are three in number and each has four 
arched opeoings. 

The tomb of Shahiushah Wali is an imposing structure, built on a high base 
(15 ft.) and enclosed by a ^reen of trelhs work. The interior is approached by a 
long flight of steps which lead the visitor to a spacious court 197 ft. long and 
168 ft, wide. The inner plan consists of halls at the S,E. and S.W. corners of the 
court and a mosque at tlie western end, while the centre is occupied by a plat¬ 
form 5 ft. high, 74 ft. ill length, and 45 ft, in width. The tomb proper is 
built on the platform, and comprises a square pavilion (22' 6" way) with 
arched openings on each side and crowned witii a dome. Near the tomb is 
an inscriptional slab, which contams the chronogram of the building of the 
mosque and gives the year ii 18 H. (1706 A.D,).' The mo-sque consists of a single

At the N,W. comer of the main court is a small square room (X4' q" each

The northern side of tlie tomb w*as occupied by a large tank whidi^ when 
full, must have offered a picturesque sight to the visitor* The tank has silted

the west can still be traced. 

Another hnportaut shrine worthy ot notice at Bir is the Daigali of Mansur 
Shah. It is situated c>n the eastern skirts of the town along the river , and the 
visitor can see it w'hile going to or retuniiiig from Kliandkal ka Deval. The 
Dargah has a h^h encloHure wall of modem construction, rmd is entered through 
a gateway facing the east. The interior consists of an extensive court with 
colonnades around and a platforoi of chiselled masonry h*) at the 

centre. On the platform ate two pavilions with domical roofs and a large 
number of graves. The tomb of Mansur Shah is built in the middle of the plat¬ 
form and consists of a square hall {if>' S'* each way) with marble screens and a 
dome of the Bengali style. The hall has a high plinth, the base rising 3 ft. 
above the platform on which the tomb is built. 

Near the gateway to the south of the platform is a hall with wooden pillars 
the carvings of which are exquisite. The hall has two aisles, the outer with 
five arched openings and the inner with only three, 
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Ci>ns«rviitl4fO. 


Bir in its palmy days had a large number of beautiful gardens, some of 
which to tliis day may he seeu along the river^side. Tlie pomegranates of Bir 
still enjoy a reputation and are considered to be the best in Southern India, 
For the regular supply of water to the gardens and either parts of the town 
about three miles south of Rir a large reservoir called fRcservoir 

tank) was built w itli pipes therefrom. In recent times the line of pipes has been 
spoiled by the accumulation of sand, and during my visit the attention of the 
Taluqdar was drawn to the cleaning and repair of the pipes. 

Firishta in his History describes how Muhammad Tugijlaq, while passing 
Bir in one of his expeditions, lost a tooth, which was buried with royal pomp. 
The tradition still survives at Bir and a small tower built along a mountainous 
track, fi miles S.E.S, of the town, is pointed out as the Tomb of the Royal tooth. 
The view from the tower is extremely picturesque, the ranges of hills rising one 
hehiud another and closing all access from the plains except through a narrow 
gorge on a bend of which nestles tlie small hamlet of Ranjni, inhabited by the 
Lambadas. The tower has neither grave nor epitaph, and the interior is devoid 
of any relic except two large stone pots, which are sometimes kept in tombs 
in order to store offerings. 

The tower is liuilt on a square platform, measuring 35 ft. each way, and 
consists of a haU (33" ro" square) surmounted by a dome. The building is in a 
rather precarious condition because the growth of trees on the roof has produced 
large cracks in the western aud southern walls. At the time of my visit the 
repair of the building was impossible for owing to the drought, water was not 
available within a distance of jwveral miles. I am now arranging with the 
Executive Engineer of Bir for the preservation of this interesting monument. 

In the domain of conservation the most important undertakings this year 
relate to the prese^\^1tion of the paintings at Ajanta. In (rovemment review on 
the Report for the year 1918-19 (1328 F.) reference was made to the selection 
of an expert Italian rgstaurnt^ur , Signor L. Cecconi, who accompanied by his 
Assistant. Count Orsitii, arrived at Ajanta in December, iijao (Bafljman, 1330 F.j 
and stayed there till the end of April 193j (Klmrdad. 1330 F.), Through the good 
offices of Sir John Marshall, Mr. Sana ITha. Archeological Chemist to the 
Government of India, and his Assistant, Bhai Ram Singh, were deputed to watch 
the work of Professor Cecconi and to render him necessary help. H.E.H's 
(»overnment sanctioned the appointment of three mechanics also to assist Prof, 
Cecconi; but owing to difficulty m securing men of requisite quaUfications only 
oiie mechanic, Mr, Ghulatn Nabi, could l>c appointed. 

The problems awaiting solution at the bauds of the experts, regarding the 
presentation of the paintings, consisted of first, the fixing of the frescoes, which 
were gtadually i>eeliug off from the rock surface^ secondly, the protection of 
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the crumbling etlgeii of the paintings witli n suitable cement; thirdly, the 
removal of the varnish laid bj' Mr. Gxilfiths in the eighties {with the double 
object of brightening up the detail of the paintings and of protecting them 
against damp); fourthly, the destruction of the insects which owing to the 
presence of vegetable matter in the tinzaffo ' were the cause of its decay, and 
fiftlily, the removal of the dust and smoke which had gathered on tlie paiutings 
through the neglect of centuries and the hres of the Jogis who occupied the 
caves in comparatively recent times and used them for dwelling purposes. 
Thanks tp the skill and patience of the r€staUfaUur& these problems which 
offered uo small di6lculties in tlie beginning have gradually been solved and 
the Italian experts during their five months' stay in Ajanta have been able to 
hx the entire painted area of cave XVII and the right aisle of cave X\^, 
besides the thorough conservation of the decayed portion of tlic painting of 
Prince Siddharta (Btidda) in cave I. 

It may be of interest to the readers of this Report to know the methods 
and the chemicals which the experts have used in conserving the paintings; and 
I therefore describe them here briefly. In fixing the frescoes where the cavity 
between the painted layer and the rock bed was not large, they have injected 
Casein mixed with a httle white Arsenic in order to guard against insects. But 
where the cavity was large enough to admit uf the insertion of a thicker 
substance they have used plaster of Paris. Before starting their fixing opera- 
tions the resiituraUurs first strengthened the painted surface with Shellac diluted 
in Alcohol, and they put on bandages of cloth with a view to avoiding the 
danger of the paintings crumbling or peeling off from the rock bed in the 
process of injecting the Casein or the plaster of Paris. After strengthening 
the painted surface they thoroughly cleaned the rock bed with an air pump. 
This measure they adopted in order to ensure the complete removal of destructive 
elements from the rinzaffo and the rock bed as also to secure a better adhesive 
effect for the substances wMch they subsequently injected. , 

In treating the decayed edges of the frescoes the festmratenn inserted 
round the edges a neat fillet of plaster of Pans mixed with Portland cement and 
powdered rock. The proportions in which the above materials were mixed are 
as follows:— 

Plaster of Paris lo to 15 % . 

Portland Cement 40 %, 

Powdered rock 50 %. 

The experts, before inserting the fillet always cleaned the rock-bed also and 
strengthened the painted surface in the manner described above. 

It is gratifying to note that the fillet as well as the * backing,’ inserted 
between the painted stu^ace and the rock bed, has stood the test of all three 
seasons of the year, and the paintings which before conservation were apt to turn 
into dust at the gentlest touch are now as bard a.s stone and may last for several 
centuries to come.

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As regards the removal of the 'varaish' the experts used Alcohol hut, to 
counteract its injurious properties. immediateLj^ after tlie varnish was taken 
off, they applied Spirit of Turpentine as a fixitive. Tlie varnish not being of a 
umform quality, its removal in certain cases (where it is suspectetl to be Copal 
varnish) still presents a difficult problem, particularly when any attempt to rub 
off the varimh with a hard brush is likely to destroy the colours and the 
minute detail of the paintings. To avoid this danger the removal of thick 
stickj^ varnish has for the present been postp<med till the discovery of more 
potent and harmless methods. 

Ammonia was found most useful for removing the dust and smoke and the 
experts have used it freely. The restaurateurs recommended the use of Soda 
for washing off light coats of dust and smoke, but Mr. Sana Ulla, Archeological 
Chemist, strongly condemn^ it, stating that if a residue of saline particles was 
left on the surface of the paintings it was sure to produce saltpetre, 

The total expenditure incurred during the year in connection with the con¬ 
servation of the paintings amounts to Rs. 6o,2j^. almost half the work 
still remains to he done the proviaon of a further sum of Rs. 59,000 in next 
year’s Budget has been asked from C»ovenimeut. 

The story of the work done at Ajanta u-ould he incomplete if I failed to 
acknowledge the help which Sir John Marshall has kindly given to the Deiiart- 
inent throughout the achievement of this difficult task. He not only placed 
at our disposal his artistic taste aud technical knowledge hy means of extensive 
corres|>ondence, but also visited .Ajanta when the work was in progress and gave 
practical hints to the reskturaieurs. 

The names of two other distinguished visitors who came to Ajanta—one 
during the presence of the Italian artists, and the other shortly after they had 
left—deserve to be mentioued. The first was M, CleraeuceBU, the Rx-premier of 
Frante whose interest in Buddhist antiquities is weU knowm. He was eminently 
^tisfied with the work done at Ajanta and expressed hts appreciation of the 
liberal policy of H.R.H's Goveranient in preserving the paintings* which hold a 
unique po.sitioii in the liistory of the art of the world. His remarks about 
the utiffoishcd r<jck ceiling of cave IV are worthy of being quoted here. The 
formation of the rock there is indeed most iiitere.sting geologically; the circles 
and curves occurring on the surface of the rock exactly represent Uie circles 
and curves of the eddying waters of a rough sea. M. Clemenceait observed 
that the sculptors of the cave were so much fascinated by the natural beauty 
of the ro^ that their artistic sense did not permit to destroy it by making 
a well-chiselled flat ceiling for the cave. The other visitor was the great 
Journalist, Mr. PerctvaJ Landou, whose name is familiar to students of Buddhist 
lore on account r»f his waitings on Tibet He was much interested in tlie colour 
scheme of the Ajanta paintings and expressed his views on the subject in a 
letter to Sir John Marshall. 

Passing on from the Ajanta caves to other mouuments the 
re^rs carried out during the year involved an expenditure of Rs. 
principal buildings which have been treated, are;—

lu previous reports measures relating to tlie conservattou of the above monu¬ 
ments have been described in detail and It will now suffice to state that the «iwn* 
have been carried out in full. 

Tlie Canarese inscription of Munirabad relating to the leigu of Tribbuvaiia' 
malla (Vikrauiaditya VI) has been publislied during the year as .\fonofiraph No. 
5 of the Hyderabad Ardiandogical Series. Tw(7 more monographs are under 
compilation, oue on the inscriptions of NSgal by Mr. Krislmauiacharlu of the 
Kpigraphic Survey of the Goveninient of India, and another on the inscription of 
Shitab ^an at Warangal Fort by Mr. hakshmaii Rao, Editor of the Telitgu 
Encyciopaediti. ^tab ^an's name frequently occurs in contemporary writings 
in connection with the wars of Qutb ^lahi Kings with the Rajas of Warangal. 
.Mr, I^akshntan Rao has kindly promised to collect tlie various references and to 
publish tliem, together with his translation of tlie inscription Another in¬ 
scription discovered during the year is a long record found carved on a square 
pillar at Bodhaii—the early history of which phice before the Muslim rule is not 
known, although it contains a large number of relics dedicated to Sivite and 
jaina worship, Tlie pillar new forms the coping stone of a platform on which 
several Musalman tombs are built, and it was only by mere chance tliat m3'' 
eyes detected the somewhat indistinct letters carved on it. It is intended to 
have the inscription deciphered by an expert and published with critical notes. 

The efforts of the Department have been equally aucces^ul in the field of 
Muslim epigraphy and about thirty new inscriptions have been brought to light 
Two of these belonging to the reign of Muhammad Tughlaq are important us 
fixing landmarks in the liistor>’ of his eventful rei^. One of these was found 
at the Qandhar Fort and the other in tlie mosque at Bodhan (Nizatnabad). 
Another inscription is interesting as of presenting the name of Bindraban, the 
historian. It was found in the Ya^andal Fort (Karimiiagar District) carved on 
a well. I am arranging to publish all these inscriptions in the next number of 
the Epigraphia hido-Mosdmica, 

During the year under review i,6q6 coins have been acquired for the Cabinet 
of the Hyderabad Museum. Of thesie 86 were purchased and tlie rest are 
treasure-trove acquisitions, .\oiong the coins of the tatter class 4 are of gold, 
t»555 silver and 151 of copper. 

The majority of the silver coins are Mughal, but some of them represent uew 
miuts which have lieeii descrilied bj* Mr. Streeuivas in a note attached to this 
Report as Appendix Among silver coins is abio a hoard of 367 punch-marked 
Andhra coins found in the Karimnagar District, These coins are l»eing studied 
and a note on them will be published in due course. The four gold cuius belong 
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to the VJjayanagar dynasty and possess no special feature. A complete list 
of the coins acijaired during the year is included in this Report as Appendix H. 

Owing to tlie difficulty' of a suitable building the Museum scheme is still 
awaitii^ sanction, but in order to keep the Curator fully employed a provisional 
scheme ha.s been submitted to Government. In drawing up the hitter scheme 
due r^ard has been shown for the space available at the Malibubia Town Hall 
for housing the exhibits. The constmctiou of a large building for the Museum 
will take several ye?irs, but in the meantime the sanction of the provisional 
scheme, it is hoped, will not be delayed since the services of the Curator can be 
utilised for collecting specimens for the various sections of tlie Museum, a work 
which cannot be done all at once. 

^ The Journal of the Society for 111:9-20 referred to in last year's Report was 
published during the year. Owing to the Hon'hle Mr. C. I,, S. Russell's pro¬ 
ceeding on leave the office of the President has again fallen vacant, 

I regret to note that in the last two years there has been a paucity of the 
papers to be read before the Society, which unfortunately indicates that members 
have ceased to take an active interest in the work. To make the existence of 
this useful institution once more vigorous 1 appeal for co-operation and 
assistance to all members particularly to those who in their official tours visit 
the interiors of districts and by writing out short descriptions of the monuments 
or relics found there can add considerably to our knowledge of the antiquities 
of the Dominions. 

The only publications issued during the year are Uie Annual RepoH for 
1329 F, fi919-20) and Memoir No. 5 of the Hyderabad Arch^otogicat Senes. In 
my cajjacity as Epigraphist to the Government of India forMtislcm Inscriptions 
I contributed Uiree articles- on the inscriptions of the Deccan kings to tire 
Epigraphia indo'Moslcmim, 

Ninety-three volumes have biEen added to the library of the Department 
during the year. Of these 38 have been purdrased and the rest received, as 
donations or in exchange for the publications of the Department, from various 
(iovemments and learned institutions. Among the purchased books is a MS. 
of the Qur*M in two volumes written in a script in vogue before the Kufi 
characters were finally deve]oi)ed. Among other important acquisitions are ij 
volumes of the back numbers of the Joimial of the Asiatic Society of Dengal 
which now complete the set in the library of the Department. A complete 
list of the books acquired during the year is published in tliis Report as 
Appendix E. 

Fifty-four new photographs were taken of which 34 are reproduc¬ 
tions of portraits of historical personages presented at the British Museum. 
Tlie Department takes this opixirtunity to thank the Trustees of the above 
Museum for their courtesy in permitting the photographing of the portraits 
It is intended to publish the photographs with suitable historical notes in 
the form of a book for the benefit of students. The portraits represent later 
Qu^b Shahi kings and nobles as also those Mughal Emperors and tJenerals who 
have played prominent parts in the history of the Deccan. 
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A large survey plan ot the Oolconda tombs was also prepared during the 
year and is reproduced in this Report at the cod. A complete list of the 
phott^raphs and drawings is given at the end of the Report as Appendices F 
and G. 

The expenditure on the conservation of monuments amounted to O.S. 

Rs. 13,728 (B,G. Rs, 11,766-13-9)- lu addition to this a sum of Rs. 6o,2i5-0’5 thm. 

(B.G. Rs, 31,613-3-2) was spent during the year on the repair of the Ajauta 
frescoes. 

The detail of the expenditure incurred on the conservation of ratmuments 
is given in Appendix D.
